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1. Claims 26-37 and 52-58 are pending. Claims 1-25 and 38-51 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 27-34 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 8-5-04. 

Applicant's amendment filed 8-24-05 has necessitated the new grounds of rejection. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 26, 35, 37 and 52-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
the specification, while being enabling for detecting a deficiency in immune cell function 
associated with a deficient glycosyltransferase activity by detecting absent or reduced levels of 
oligosaccharide on glycoconjugates, does not reasonably provide enablement for detecting a 
deficiency in immune cell function associated with a deficient glycosyltransferase activity by 
detecting the presence of oligosaccharide on glycoconjugates, wherein an absent or reduced level 
is found on normal cells. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which 
it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. 

The working examples in the specification demonstrate that a decrease 
glycosyltransferase activity can be detected by detecting a normal amount of oligosaccharide 
determinants on normal cells and comparing those levels to cells where there is a decrease or 
absence of oligosaccharide and thereby detect the disease, not the reverse. The first type of 
diagnostic reagent has no examples in the specification. It is unclear how a sample that has 
decreased or reduced levels could be considered a control in an assay to detect diseases with 
deficient gylcosyltransferase activity. 
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5. Claims 57 and 58 in their current state are allowable. Claim 36 is objected as being 
dependent upon a rejected claim. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
